AN ESSAY, 

Read at the Anti-Slavery monthly concert of I 
prayer in Lane Seminary for January 1841.1 
Isaiah 1. 13—17. 13. “Bring no more vain 
oblations. Incense is an aboniination'unto me; 
Z new moons and Sabbaths, the calling of as- 
” blies, I cannot away with; .t is iniquity, 
fren the solemn meeting. 14. Your new moons 
and your appointed feasts my soul hnteth : they 
, re atrouble unto me; I am weary to hear them. 

15 And when ye spread forth your hands I 
will hide mine eyes from you; yea, when you 
make many prayers I will not your hands 
are full of blood . 16. Wash you, make you 
clean, put away the evil of your doings from 
before mine eyes; cease to do evil. 17. Learn 
,odo well: seek judgment; relieve the oppres¬ 
sed; judge the fatherless; plead for the widow. 
Isaiah 58. 5. 6. Is it such a fast that I have 
chosen? a day for a man to afflict his soul? is it 
lo bow down bis head as a bulrush, and to 
spread sackcloth and ashes under him? Will 
Ihou call this a fast and an Acceptable day to-the 
Lord! iu 

Is not this the fact that I have chosen? to loose 
the bands of wickedness, to undo the heavy 
burdens, and to let the oppressed go free, and 
that ye Ifteak every yoke?’’ 

This passage of God’s word was addressed 
to the church in the days of Isaiah. Who will 
say that it is not applicable to the church now? 
God, it seems, would not hear the prayers, or 
regard even the solemn assemblies, of his peo- 
pie while they refused to “let the oppressed go 
free.” Does any body believe that he will hear 
a slaveliolding church now, any more than he 
would then? -And yet there are ministers and 
churches so far from thinking their “hands are 
full of blood” thatjustify it from the Bible! The 
Pharisees were remarkable foi their long prayers, 
their solemn appearance, tlreir oft repeated ob¬ 
lations. They walked into the house of God 
with reverence, and if we had seen them, we 
should have been constrained to say, “if these 
do not get lo heaven who will?” And yet Jesus 
Christ said, “Wo unto you Pharisees, for ye 
tithe mint, and rue, and all manner of herbs, 
and pass over judgment and the Love of God: 
these ought ye lo have done, and not to leave 
the other undone.” Men may make a high 
profession of Religion, attend all the ordinances 
of the Gospel, walk circumspectly and solemn¬ 
ly before the world and the church, and yet they 
may be inwardly “full of dead mens’ bones,” 
the outside of the cup and the platter clean” but 
the inward part full of wickedness because they 
neglect “judgment and mercy,” the weightier 
matters of the law. Many will be deceived as 
to their final salvation. A gospel however fair and 
smooth it may he to outward appearance, which 
connives at or apologises for such a system of I 
outrage and wrong as that of American Slavery 
is no gospel at all. Jesus Christ came to “seek 
and to save that which was lust,” The poor, 
tire needy, the weak and defenceless, those who 
have no voice to speak for themselves, are the 
very persons for whom Christ died. “Not 
many mighty, not many noble are called.” The 
question which the Lawyer asked of our Savior, 
is one which we would do well to ask our¬ 
selves: Who is my neighbor? He was an¬ 
swered, by a parable. A certain man fell among 
thieves, and was stripped of his raiment, aud 
wounded and left half dead.” A priest came 
along and when he saw him, he passed by on 
the other side. A Levite (from whom of all' 
others we should have expected assistance) 
came and looked on and then passed bv on the 
other side. But a certain Samaritan, as he ji 
neyed, came where he was; and when he 
’him he had compassion on him, and bound up 
his wounds, pouring in oil and wine.” Then 
comes the question so appropriate and so direct. 
“Which now of these three thinkest thou was 
neighbor to him that fell among the thieves?” 
Is there any difficulty in answering the ques¬ 
tion, who is your neighbor? Look’around you 
and find out. who is sick, afflicted, in distress, 
cast down but not destroyed, hungry and naked, 
or in want of all things? If you know of such 
a being, he is your neighbor. Is there a toil 
worn iravellert steering towards the North Star, 
who is hungry, or tired, or in want of any tiling? 
Relieve him, comfort him, guide him on his 
way. If he wishes you to go a mile with him, 
go with him twain,” For he assured that if the 
Priest or Levite were alive again, and were to 
meet such a case, he would again pass by on 
the other side. God says bring no more vain 
oblations, it is iniquity, even the solemn meet¬ 
ing." That church must- certainly be in a bad 
condition when even the solemn meeting is in-, 
iquity. The doctrine of irnmediateism seems 
to be implied in the expressions “cease 
” When ought a man to “cease?” 


done the slaves are not fit for freedom, they 1 
can’t take care of themselves &c. Said a Lady 
to me, in Ivy. (a minister’s wife) “they would 
starve if they were free, they are belter off in 
in silvery.” That is to say they ought to be 
kept in bondage, among other reasons, from 
considerations of peace, benevolence. Poor 
things! They caiit lake care of themselves! 
What a mercy it was that they were born into 
this world, with masters and mistresses to keep 
them from starving to death! How benevolent 
aud kind is that sympathy, which enslaves a 
man, in order to take care of him. Not fit for 
freedom! When will they be? Who has yet 
proposed a plan of ‘fitting? Wirai! man not fit 
for that for which God made him! Strange 
that it has been left for Christian America to 
make this discovery in Moral Philosophy. 
This has been the excuse for years, and yqt 
the preparation is no nearer being consummated 
was than when this song was first sung. If it is 
true that they can’t take care of themselves, be¬ 
cause they are not prepared enough, then all the 
labourers and mechanics in Ohio, who are igno¬ 
rant to any extent, ought to be enslaved by the 
more enlightened and intelligent, and we have 
this amazing paradox in Republicanism settled, 
that in order to prepare men for freedom you 
must first enslave them. This idea of‘prepara¬ 
tion’ establishes the “divine right of slavery 
like that of ‘Kings.’ Might constitutes right 
and the privileged few can reign over, and 
govern the mass of the “unfit for freedom” with 
perfect impunity. “But they would cut their 
master’s throats, steal, rob, burn up houses, be¬ 
come vagabonds and nuisances’ <fcc. And is it 
so? How is it with the slaves that have been 
emancipated by individual slaveholders in the 
U. S. and how is “it with the 800,000 in the 
West Indies? Is it natural that a man will feel 
less interested than any body else for his own 
honor and welfare, when you give him the use 
of his own limbs, to promote his own happi¬ 
ness in the way God designs lie should? is it 
natural that when you confer the greatest favour, 
which you can bestow upon a man, that he will 
feel like cutting your throat! I have seen eman¬ 
cipated slaves, and I know that nothing increa- 
es so much their affection, affd I had almost I 
aid, worship for their old masters. Gratitude 
s one oj? the peculiar characteristics of African 
character. -Every body knows or ought to know 
■ that the slaves are remarkably affectionate to 
one another and grateful to any person who does 
them the lest favor. Until it is proved, tjien, 
that a man feels more interest in a neighbor’s af¬ 
fairs, naturally, than he does in his own, it will] 
be unreasonable and absurd to talk about steai- 
ig, robbing, butchering &c., &c. Give a man 
le management of his affairs, and frtftn the very 
nature of his constitution lie is impelled lo aj 
with ten times the resolution that a slave c| 
possibly feel. What motive has the slave 
advance or improve in any tiring, drawn from 
either earth or Heaven? Where is the reason 
or justice of talking about preparation forfree- 
jdom? B’riends! This thing called slavery has j 
fastened itself on the vitals of thisnation. The ex¬ 
cuses all like the ahove are endless. Not only 
ic state, but the church (I do not make all, hut 
majority) stands forth to palliate, justify and 
baptize the system. Doctors of Divinity ean 
write books to limit human responsibility to 
any extent wished for. Whole Presbyterian 
Synods and conferences can resolve that it is a 
“Patriarchal institution” handed down from 
those good okl slaveholders Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob,” and “that is not a moral evil.” The 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian church can 
refuse lo say whether it holds the same doc¬ 
trines that the assembly of 181.8 affirmed. All 
this and more is done and yet many will affirm 
that the northern church has nothing to do wilh 
slavery. Now, what course ought ministers of 
the Taospel of Jesus Christ to adopt? It is a 
very easy thing to float down the current of 
public opinion. It is a very easy milter to 
preach a smooth gospel that will suit almost 
every body. But to stem the current of popu¬ 
lar feeling, to preach the wliuie gtispel whether 
men will hear or forbear, this liie difficulty. 
To become the “offscouring of all things” to 
cast in your lot with the poor. the, despised, the 
degraded sons of men, lo proclaim the gospel 
to aud for them, this is what tries men’s souls. 
And yet, my brethren, what evidence have we 
that we even belong to the “little flock,” rf we 
are not willing to be any tliiugand do any thing, 
for the heathen in foreign lauds and the slave 
in our own land? God is no respecter of per¬ 
sons; How inatiy in that final and awful day, 
who have even pteached the gospel, will hear 
thesentence, ‘Depart from me ye workers of in¬ 
iquity.’ Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of 
the least of these my brethren, ye aid it not to 
me, I was sick and in prison, and* ye visited me 
not, naked and ve clothed me not, I was an hun¬ 
gered, and ye gave no meat.” God says bring 
no more vain oblations. It is when sin is 
covered up or connived at that the ‘solemn 
meeting’ is iniquity. God holds every man 
responsible for his action with regard to every 
system of iniquity with which he comes in con¬ 
tact. In human law, the accessory to any crime 
is considered to he as guilty as the principal. 
Will God’s law be less strict? If this is a cor¬ 
rect principle, who is there that is not respon¬ 
sible for his voice and influence in this matter? 
Every man’s influence goes either for or against 
the emancipation of the slave, just as certainly 
as that every one who was not for Christ was 
against him. How absurd then for a Doctor of 
Divinity to limit human responsibility in such 
a matter! This is not a question of mere parry 
feeling or prejudice. It concerns the welfare 
of our country, the perpetuity and the very ex¬ 
istence of our free institutions. It concerns the 
welfare and happiness of millions of our fellow 
countrymen, both slaves and slaveholders. Let 
take a narrow view of such a question,

SLAVE CASE-IMPRISONMENT OF ABO¬ 

LITIONISTS. 

"The escape of four negroes claimed as slaves 
by Bennet Rains in Warren county, Ohio, Oil the 
6th of November 1839, has exited muclfinter* 
est from the magnitude of the charges prefer- 
ed against those, who advised them lo leave and 
aided them to do so. Additional interest is ex¬ 
cited in the ease by the nature of the judicial 
proceedings which have followed, and the num¬ 
ber and character of the persons directly impli¬ 
cated, I wish to place upou record for the ben¬ 
efit of whom it may concern, the principal 
facts in relation to the escape, in connection 
with such matters as have transpired during the 
progress of the affair through the courts ofjus- 
tice, so far as memory serves me, and the 
brevity appropriate in such a communication 
will admit. Should the narrative bear heard 
upon the reputation of any, I wish them to re¬ 
member tire duty which every man owes to his 
fellows in securing to all equal and exact jus¬ 
tice; that all abuse of power by those professing 
it, either through incompetency or want of in¬ 
tegrity, must needs be exposed if we desire im¬ 
provement in our social or civil arrangements; 
ahd ihat if through mistake or design I mis¬ 
state any thing, the publicity of the proceedings 
will readily enable them to make manifest, er¬ 
rors. On the 6th of November 1839, about 
7 o’clock in the evening, the camp of the Virgini- 
near Springboro, was visited by a party of 
perhaps twenty five individuals, who civilly en¬ 
quired for the man who claimed these negroes 
as properly, and informed him that by our con¬ 
stitution and laws he had rendered them as free 
as himself by bringing them upon our soil, and j 
lihatwe had come there to assist them if they 
wished lo leave.—We were civilly replied to by 
the males of the party—once a threat of shoot-1 
ling us was uttered by one young man—lie was 
relinked and nothing uncivil was further heard 
from lb® males. The lenreles were very abusive 
anil profane. The negroes were afraid to an¬ 
swer us when we enquired their wishes in res¬ 
pect to freedom. We had taken the precaution 
lo have of die party several colored men, being 
I a ware of tlie ignorance of the negroes we 
were approaching, and the probability that they 
! would look upou all white men with distrust, 
from the treatment they had always received at 
their hands. It was a long before the Virginian 
women would permit the colored persons of our 
party to converse with those of theirs; this de¬ 
tained us on the ground perhaps from one hour 
lo one hour and a half. The conversation be¬ 
tween the males with .the exception I have j 
stated was in a cheerful, friendly manner—the 
only ihrhat I believe from dur party was one 1 
prudently made myself, that if they hesitated 
refusing to allow"us to converse with the 
[blacks, we would make room for ourselves by 
wing their tent over tlte fence. The only 
[violence committed or offered was the pulling 
Hof one or two tent‘ pins to reach a negro 
child which had been concealed 
woman. No one was threatened in person, and- 
that was all the injury done to property. The 
negroes left—in a few days Samuel Leonard, 
[late, if not the present mayor of Franklin, head- 
party of ruffians officiating in the character! 
of peace officers, to arrest a certain Dr. Frank¬ 
lin named in the warrant, arid some twenty or 
thirty others. They were charged with rob¬ 
bing Rains of $1500 in money, and four negro 
slaves. These men, twenty two in number, eu- 
jtered my house after midnight and arrested 
one of the parly, (Rains,) presenting a large 
horse pistol to my breast wltile standing uncloth¬ 
ed and swearing that, was the d—d rascal. 
Others were arrested the same night and on suc¬ 
ceeding days upon the same change, and 
same illegal and violent manner. It was Sunday 
when another individual and myself were ex¬ 
amined by Esquire McEweit of Franklin,-and 
held to bail in the sums of $2000 and $500. 
The magistrate’s office was fillledlto overflowing 
with a crowd which was permitted to insult us 
without reproof. The same Leonard officiated 
as one of the grand jurors, and by active exer¬ 
tion and testifying himself before his fgllow. 
jurors, succeeded in having eigliTof us indicted 
1 li>r larceny—nine others with us for abduc- 
of negroes, assault-and battery, aftd not. 
The same Leonard was a witness against us 
before tlte traverse jury, and Bennet Rains hav¬ 
ing deceased before the trial, Leonard acted as 
prompter and right-hand man for the prosecutor. 
Tlte latter gentleman, (Mr, Williams) was so¬ 
licited to try the larceny case first, that we 
iglit have the advantage of establishing the 
character of the principal witnesses, the Rains— 
matters we knew they were prepared to per- 
j jure themselves upon.—This for reasons perhaps 
satisfactory to himself he refused. The trial 
proceeding on.the cltarge of abduction &c., &c., 
the two Rains, mother and son, both swore to 
the existence of bills of sale as a title lo prop¬ 
erty in these negroes. These bills of sale, the 
court ruled, being the highest evidence, must 
be produced to establish any claim to the 
“property," The prosecutor then frankly ad¬ 
mitted that Benriet Rains had frequ'enty told him 
he never “had a scratch of a pen” to show 
title to the “property.” Of course the proceed¬ 
ings of the court in the indictment charging us 
with abduction of negroes were at an end. The 
Raines swore very liberally lo the warlike feats 
performed by the defendants, which were flatly 
contradicted by the witnesses on the part of I lie 
state. The court was understood lo charge the 
jury that any amount of violence necessary to 
obtain the child at the request of its mother, 
was justifiable. The whole charge of the court 
seemed to be given without indication Of par¬ 
tiality, or prejudice, and ifit lacked in any thing, 
it was perhaps in not being as intelligible to the 
jury as it was intended to be. The jury had 
been obtained with difficulty, so high an excite¬ 
ment had been produced by the charges of 
Rains and his friends. They brought in a ver¬ 
dict ol guilty against 14 individuals on the charge 
of riot, some of them afterwards asserting that 
they had understood the charge of Judge Hink- 
son to be, that they must bring in three of us 
guilty of .a riot and as •■they, did not know how 
to makefile selection, they brought in tlte whole 
number guilty, leaving it.to the court to select 
the offenders! A motion was immediately tirade 


mentioned by any of the witnesses. The court 
refused tlte application* alledging that Mr. K. 

C. Schenck of Dayton, one of our counsel, had 
admitted the presence of all the defendants. 
This was after Mr Schenck had interrupted the 
prosecutor who assumed this to be Hie case in 
his argument, and had promptly informed him that 
he had made lio admissions except in the ease 
of two individuals, who authorized him to admit 
they were present. Our counsel then obtained 
the consent of the court to suspend judgment 
dll the next term of the court, to allow ns an 
opportuity to get a writ of error from the Su¬ 
preme Court. This was at the November term 
—tlte defendants all appeared March 29, 1841 
to receive sentence. The case was post poned 
till Saturday the 3rd instant. Upon a motion of j 
the prosecution that sentence be then pronoun¬ 
ced, Mr. Schenck arose as he said to correct a 
misapprehension of the court, in admissions 
said to have been made by him. Tie adverljd to 
the fact of,his having denied this assertion, as 
soon as it was made by tlte prosecutor,—to the 
latter gentleman having then desired to enter a 
nolle prosequi in reference to these three persons 
which our counsel would not agree to, and con¬ 
cluded by saying he would make affidavit if j 
desired, that he never had made the alledged 
admissions, Mr. Dunlevy, another of our coun¬ 
sel, then proposed to tire court that they should 
reconsider our application for a new trial—cal¬ 
ling attention to tlte fact, that here were at least 
three persons about to be sentenced, against 
whom there was not the first particle of testi¬ 
mony. The court after brief consultation deci¬ 
ded against reconsidering, declaring that although 
it was now clear there was no evidence against 
these persons, either by direct testimony or ad¬ 
missions of counsel, yet there had been no evi¬ 
dence offered that they were not present anti 
guilty with the rest!! | 

Our counsel then asked that judgment should 
he pronon^cil, but the court.gave it as an o- 
jpiiiton that a law passed by the late legislature, 
autltorized them to allow the case to go up to 
the Supreme court without the rendition ofjtnlg-| 
nient! The arguments of counsel scented to 
alter the opinion of their honor, And at the request 
of tile prosecuting attorney the case was post¬ 
poned till Monday tlte 12th to give him time to 
ixamine this new law. 

By Monday tlte court had got so entirely 
clear of (lie opinion, tliat this act permitted the 
ca.te to go up without the rendition ofjudgmenr, 
that they decided it did not permit even the sus¬ 
pension of the punishment until a writ of error 
[could be sued out after judgment should be pro¬ 
nounced ! So thirteen of us were sentenced to 
the dungeon to be fed on brefd and water for 
live days; five of the thirteen to pay a fine of] 
$20 each, and eight others a fine of $5 each.— 
The fourteenth was fined $5 and, on considera¬ 
tion of feeble health, imprisoned but a fewl 
hours, and the costs of suit upon the defendants. 

A bill of exceptions was sent to the Supreme 
Court in Cincinnati, a writ of error allowed and 
we were liberated after 48 hours imprisonment, 
upon giving bail for our appearance at tlte next 
term of the court of common pleas in Warren 
county lo await the decision of the Supreme 
court. So stands the case at present. I have 
written this article hastily, but I believe the 
facts are precisely as I have stated tlielh. ■ 
have intended to “extenuate nothing” nor 
down ought in malice. We have been assailed 
by perjured wretches, and had to encounter an 
almost unprecedented amount of prejudice, in¬ 
fluencing court and jury by that power which 
public sentiment will exert over most men.— 
Thank God the tide is now turned, anil it is! 
now the public opinion that instead of aggressors 
we have been victims. I would ftesitate to ad¬ 
vert so publicly to the imbecility of the men 
who sat in judgment upon us, were they not 
invested wilh such tremendous power over the 
lives anti property of their fellow men, as to 
render it in my belief a duty in all who possess 
die power, to expose in such incompotency, to 
secure lire ends of justice, whether this proceeds 
either from ignorance or wickedness. 

Of the eight individuals charged 
dictment with grand larceny, seven were put 
upon their # trial. In this case Mrs. Raities-swerc to 
the loss of$1500 in money, contained in a black 
tin box. Among die paper money were four 
one hundred dollar notes on the Bank of Vir¬ 
ginia, according to her testimony. Thomas 
Raines aged 22 years swore, that money 
in u yellow ttu box—that he had taken nearly 
all the money home to his father, and had seen 
it ail con tiled—-that there was no note ofa higher 
denomination than fifty dollars. It is remarka¬ 
ble that each of these witnesses in court, con¬ 
tradicted the testimony they had given before 
Esquire Me Ewen in Franklin, as to the color 
of the box. Mrs. Raines there testified that 
the box was yellow, and Thomas that it was 
black. They also swore, both of them that an 
individual of tlte party winch visited their tent, 
passed all the evening by the name of Dr. 
Franklin—that this man had assaulted two ofj 
the females and used them very roughly. Call¬ 
ed as witnesses on the part of the state. Dr. 
Haggott of Franklin, Mahlon Wright of 
Springboro, and a Dumber of olheas, testified 
that the only person who used the term Dr. 
Franklin, was the one charged with passing by 
that name, who had applied it once or twice to 
another.—That no disguise was attempted, and 
hat having seen the whole transaction, they 
testified that no assault upon any person of any 
kiud or degree was committed. Various other 
matters testified to by the Raines’ were as 
flatly contradicted. It is worthy of notice that 
stage of the proceedings were the young

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worse than all, to amalgamate us wilh black 


istrate refused to enforce the law upou the guil- ker, let 
‘T—die mob alter assailing our lives, aided them 
to evade the operation of our habeas corpus act; 
and the vigilant prosecutor, and honest grand 
jufv of Warren county, let all pass—no pro¬ 
ceedings of any kind were ever instituted, al¬ 
though no difficulty would have existed in iden¬ 
tifying many of the mob. 

Should not justice in future (when used as an 
emblem in this region) be painted with one eye 
open to shew that she can see clearly enough 
how to let slaveholders and their minions escape 
while the honest man is punished for crimes he 
never committed ?

Mr. Hazelline replied, that hv an abolition- 
, he meant one who was in favor of antalga 
mating with the blacks—one who would tear 
down our institutions and uproot the govern¬ 
ment, <fcc. die. 

Mr. Carpenter. Will the Senator inform us 
what he means by amalgamating with the 
blacks ?

After a lucid address by John Miller ol Spring- 
field, the following resolutions were discussed 
and adopted after an animated interchange of 
sentiment in which several participated. 

1st. Jiesolved, That the spirit of intolerance 
manifested by the outbreaking of mob violence 
in many parts of this, our boasted land of liber¬ 
ty, and lately at Dayton in this state; lias its 
origin in the avaricious ajrd tyrannical imposi¬ 
tion of man which has caused aud still does 
cause him to enslave bis fellow men. 

2nd. Resohed, That the prejudice which 
exists against colored Americans is the effect of 
their degraded condition which the operation of 
the slave power has occasioned in reducing hu¬ 
man beings to chatties. 

3d. Resolved, That the most speedy and ra¬ 
tional way to prevent the slave-trade is lo abol¬ 
ish slavery. 

4th. Resolved, That we view with indicna- 
nation the conduct of Martin Van Buren, who 
through subserviency to the slave-power issued 
a warrant for the conveyance of the Africans of 
the Atnistad to the Island of Cuba on buard an 
American vessel which had been ordered to lay 
off the port of New Haven to receive and con¬ 
vey them to Cuba, if possible, before an appeal 
could be effected. 

5. Resolved, As aholitiooists, we disclaim 
the tramels of the two contending political par¬ 
ties—therefore, having signalized Martin Van 
Buren as the supporter of oppression, to mani¬ 
fest that we are not repecters of persons, vre 
view with moriificuiion the course of William 
II.

We should naturally 
suppose, that in doing so, they would at least employ 
all their faculties of discrimination and selection, in the 
choice of the person or persons to whom they delega¬ 
ted that important trust; that they would surround their 
innocent progeny, with mildness, benevolence, friend¬ 
ship, and good will towards man: so that every action 
they saw, and every expiession they heard, should 
breath nothing but peace, unanimity and friendly feel¬ 
ing, towards the whole human species. But how are 
these objects effected, when the formation of the infant 
mind is entrusted to an untaught and therefore ignorant 


vocates of oppression we know. Iu 
number the editor made a furious attack on 
Prentice, for having in his life of Henry Clay, 
incidentally admitted that a negro had as good 
a right as a white mao to defend himselfagainst 
violence. A negro, during the temporary ab¬ 
sence of his master, fell under the displeasure 
of a passionate overseer, who struck him vio¬ 
lently with a horse whip. The slave laid the 
fellow dead upon the spot. He .was indicted 
for the murder, and Henry Clay, as counsel 
forth^pommonwealth sustained the indictment. 
Mr. Clay contended, that although a white man 
who in a fit of rage under personal chastisement 
should kill his assailant, would be guilty only of 
manslaughter, a slave eould plead no such mit¬ 
igation, for it was his duty to submit to punish¬ 
ment 

The otalor was successful—the jury were 
overcome by his eloquence—the negro was 
hung. Mr. Prentice remarks, that the argu¬ 
ment stated above, was directly opposed to the J 
true spirit of the law. “ Perhaps ,” he says, 
“the slave is bound by law, to submit to chas¬ 
tisement, but does not the law require a white 
man to submit to the same thing, rather than 
take life ? Cerlainlyi” “Every man, who 
in a moment of excitement takes life to avenge 
a personal indignity, is guilty. oT a wrong—f/te 
while man no less than the slave.

ELECTIONS in KENTUCKY. 

We are informed that Kentucky is in a fer¬ 
ment on the question of Slavery. The pro¬ 
slavery men are busy i„ trying l0 elect candi¬ 
dates who will go for the repeal of the law of 
1833. It is stated, that the legislature will be 
agitated with this subject year after year. The 
agitation fortunately originates will, persons, 
unfriendly to anti-slavery movements. From 
the Flemingsburg Kentuckian we learn, that 
Mr. Robert Wicldiffe has arrayed his influence 
against Mr. Andrews, of that district. To show 
some of the principles involved in the contest, 
extract the following from the Kentuckian. 


At Cap Baiten December 29M, 1840. 

Charity towards onr fellows, whatever may be their 
nation, is one of the noblest attendants of civilization, 
and the strongest proof of the humanity of a people. 

Cap Hbitien has just offered a beautiful example of it; 
and if there are yet persons 30 unjust as to deny that this 
generous nation possesses virtues which ennoble hu¬ 
manity, and prove its dignity, they must now bi 
pelled to render it justice. 

Between 9 and 10 o’clock, on the morning of the 
29th, the weather being very tempestuous, the Huitien 
schooner, La Grande Marie, Capt. Augustin, entered the 
road of the Cape, transporting a great number of Ger¬ 
man families, comprising 170 individuals, of both sexes 
and every age, whom he had taken from the wreck of 
the German ship Alexander, Capt. Judrick, bound to 
New Orleans, and which had been driven upon the

fortunates offered, as it would be to paint the consoling 
earnestness with which the inhabitants of the Cope 
thronged to receive and succoui them. 

Hardly had these poor people set foot upon this hos¬ 
pitable shore, than you might see running from all parts 
of the city, men, women and children, of all conditions, 
with the means of relief. Some bore baskets ofbread, 
demijohns of wine, shoes for all ages, clothes for all 
sizes, cordials for the sick. All, in fine, were ea; 
pay the tribute due to charity and humanity. 

In participating in this outpouring of feeling hearts, 
one seemed to witness the return of the golden age; 
rather, of those times when the patriarchs went to m 
the travel-worn stranger, and asked of him the favor of 
receiving their succour, and invited him to the hospitali¬ 
ty of their abodes.

NEW YORK. 

Virginia has so far turned iatsrmetltller with 
the laws o( New York, as to require indirectly 
the repeal of the Jury trial law.

ECONOMY OF SLAVE-LABOR. 

The experience of the Mississippi planters for 
the last five years has taught us something of 
the economy of slave-labor. Their heavy pur¬ 
chases of slaves; the consumption of their crops 
present and prospective, in buying more slaves 
to raise more cotton to buy more slaves, nmil 
the end, when credit and means exhausted, lliey 
find themselves inextricably involved in debt, 
with a surplus population of blacks—all this 
we are familiar with. The tendency to such» 
stale of things exists wherever slavery exists. A 
paper in Brazil says,— 


‘One of the most valuable advantages of the system 
we wish to inculcate, is the powerful influence which 
it must necessarily exercise over the extinction of sil¬ 
very amongst us. Brazil is to he likened to a patient 
who suffers from inveterate ulcers, which, fortunately, 
in God’s infinite goodness, are not yet incurable: one ii 
indifferentism in religion, which is the cancer of the 
body. Leaving the care and cure of the first to whom 
it concerns, we shall occupy ourselves solely with th» 
second. Sla very is an insatiable gulf for ail the goods 
and property of the Brazilian planter. Look to the is- 
tenor, to the provinces, and yon will see how the em¬ 
barrassed planter sacrifices the last bag of coffee, the!« ! 
bale of cotton, and the last cask of sugar, for buying 
more blacks; and thus, there goes off to Africa all that ho 
possesses, like water which is absorbed by the earn 
without ever returning.”

“There are 25,549 negroes in the city and county of 
Philadelphia. A house of refuge for colored children is 
proposed. There are 50,000 negroes in the State. Of 
every nine convicts in the Eastern Penitentiary in 1831, 
4 were negroes; of every nine in 1841, seven were 
blacks! This is an alarming disproportion, considering 
the fewness of the blacks. -Pittsburgh Presb. Mv."

BRAZIL—KENTUCKY. 

The progress of opinion in Brazil on lhe sub¬ 
ject of slavery is rapid. The suppression of the 
slave-trade about ten years since, by cutting off 
the free supply of slave labor, has acted- 
very beneficially. It is beginning to be seen 
that all projects for obtaining free labor from a- 
broad, while slavery prevails at home, must 
fail; and the illicit slave trade carried on does 
not furnish the requisite number of slaves. The 
Journal of Commerce, Despertadar, and Diario, 
has come out openly, recommending a change 
in the whole system. It takes the ground that 
the.competitiou of slave labor wilh free, .tends 
to exclude the latter, by reducing wages; and 
it insists on the employment of free labor on the 
public works, and that the employer of free 
labor should be exempted from imposts. Last 
June, a report of Abe Deputies Committee was 
made, recommending a system of agricultural 
settlements, to be composed of free laborers 
from abroad, or Brazilians and native Indians, i 
and to enjoy peculiar privileges.

ted lo £48,750—Since which year it had considerably 
increased.

The anti-slavery women of this place, as 
many of our readers know, are engaged in dis¬ 
seminating the blessings of education among 
the colored people of the state. The Execu¬ 
tive Committee of the Ladies' Society, some¬ 
time in the wrmer employed Mr. Barber to vis¬ 
it different places in Ohio, establish schools, 
and raise funds for the support of teachers.— 
His mission was attended with considerable 
success. Much interest was awakened in be¬ 
half of the educatiou of colored people. The 
following is an extract from a letter of Mr. Bar¬ 
ber, to the Ladies’ Executive Committee, dated 
Mount Vernon, February 8th. 

“Tire time has come, when I must close my 
agency for the present. I will do what I can 
by correspondence, to keep the school supplied 
with good teachers. More than this I cauuol 
promise until after next August. I will give 
you a short account of what L have done since 
my last communication. 

I think my last was dated at Bethel. I next 
went to Felicity. Lectured in the evening, but 
the rain and mud prevented ladies from alien-I 
ding. The church in Felicity was undergoing

Said a member of ihe Methodist church tome 
a fetv days since, “I do not believe a slavehol¬ 
der can be a Christian.”

Said he, “if they (the slave¬ 
holders) would emancipate their slaves and 
keep them among them I would be a red hot 
abolitionist." I asked him to look at the two 
assertions together and see how he regarded 
sin. He had rather his brother would con¬ 
tinue a practice which he thought would ex¬ 
clude him from heaven, than to be put to a 
little inconvenience by having the blacks come 
among ns. Now Why this fear of the colored 
people? It is because people suppose them 
theivish , lazy, malicious, revengeful, and ev¬ 
ery thing else that is terrible. Because they 
suppose them incapable of intellectual or moral 
elevation. 

I did not suppose people had such erfoiie- 
ous views respecting the character and condi¬ 
tion of the colored population. I never fell so 
much like devoting my life to the elevation of 
the colored people as sincel left the city the last 
\ time.”
